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California Hollow Widening Due In ’54 


Job Costing 
$350,000 In 
New Projects 


Highway Department 
Proposes Third Lane 
To Ease Bottleneck 


Part of the California Hollow 
section of Routes 7 and 30 will be 
widened to three lanes in a 1954 
project estimated to cost $350,000, 
the State Highway Department an­ 
nounced today at Columbus. 
An additional 12-foot truck lane 
will be constructed in a stretch 
1.4 miles long, beginning near the 
intersection of Route 170. 
The East Liverpool district proj­ 
ects, sought many years by city 
and civic leaders, was revealed 
when the Highway Department un­ 
veiled a $118 million road program 
for next year—largest in the de­ 
partment’s history. 
Specific details of the California 
Hollow project were not revealed 
in today’s report, but Highway Di­ 
rector S. O. Linzell said Oct. 9 it 
calls for widening the pavement to 
36 feet. It would provide three 12- 
foot lanes—two for outbound traf­ 
fic and one for inbound movement, 
he said. 
The additional lane would per­ 
mit slow-moving trucks to pull to 
the extreme right so auto traffic 
could pass despite the curves. 
Improvement in California Hol­ 
low, regarded as a major traffic 
bottleneck, had been sought f o r 
many years, particularly by the 
Chamber of Commerce and i t s 
roads and streets committee. 
Truck lanes were suggested as 
the solution when L. F. Schaeublin, 
assistant director and chief engi­ 
neer of the department, came to 
East Liverpool Nov. IO, 1952, to 
discuss the highway problem at a 
dinner meeting of the Chamber. 
At that time, he estimated it 
would cost $6 million to convert 
Route 30 into a four-lane highway 
from East Liverpool to the Junc­ 
tion of Route 7. 
Then, last May 30, Linzell indi­ 
cated construction of the t r u c k 
lane was being considered for 1954 
as one of IO in scattered Ohio lo­ 
cations.

“ I just didn’t want to go out of my way to 
knock him ,” he explains. “ I saw him in the 
museums, newspapers and books.” said Mr. 
Twitchell and knew he was a phony. 


“ I never looked at the skull without wanting 
to slug the professors who said the creep was 
perhaps my earliest ancestor. I was always pre­ 
pared to adm it my ancestors might be hard on 
the eyes, but I was also always ready to invite 
outside anybody who tried to say I had one 
who looked as bad as that, even a few hundred 
thousand years ago.”

They didn’t think even the early apes were 
as ugly as the Piltdown Man. The Piltdowner 
could, in fact, have been responsible for all the 
ill feeling that has come over the world. It m ay 
explain much of the hate. 


We admitted that the profile, the sloping 
chin, the receding forehead and the general 
expression on the Piltdowm M an’s mug w asn’t 
very flattering to the human race, even allow­ 
ing for changes over 500.000 years, and certainly 
not probable over the last 50,000.

you were a Telemeter subscriber 
here, you could put SI in your TV 
coin box and see “The Moon Is 
Blue’’ on your home screen to-1 
night. 
The citizens of this sunny resort 
are taking part in an experiment 
which could change the whole 
course of American entertainment. 
Telemeter, of which Paramount 
owns 50 per cent, has plunked 
down 8750,000 in an attempt to 
prove that pay-as-you-see TV is 
economically sound. 
So far only 70 of this town’s 10,- 
851 souls are equipped with Tele­ 
meter. By putting a certain amount 
of coins in a little machine on their j 
TV sets, they can see the latest 
movies and events like the USC- 
Notre Dame football game, which 
started the service Saturday. 
Telemeter reports that 90 per 
cent of the town’s 500 set owners 
have asked for the coin box. They 
will be installed at the rate of 50 a 
week. 
Watching TV here is not cheap. 
Telemeter brought TV here via 
wire. Set owners are charged for 
a cable to their homes, plus 85 a 
month. 
A range of mountains 
blocks direct reception of telecasts 
from Los Angeles. Telemeter sub­ 
scribers pay 821.75 to have a coin 
box installed and must take a mini­ 
mum of 83 monthly in pay pro­ 
grams.

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Modernizing 
Of Your Home 
Takes Thought 


Space Called Firet 
Requisite In Study 
On Practical Basis

How to modernize a house is a 
subject that is becoming more and 
more popular because we are liv­ 
ing differently than we used to. 
Shorter work weeks, more leis­ 
ure time, hobbies, gardening, the 
do-it-yourself trend, television and 
radio, the organized ballyhoo for 
home ownership—and many other 
factors are making people much 
more home conscious. 
But modernizing a home is a 
complicated 
problem. 
It 
raises 
such questions as “what house?** 
and “what is modern?” Many 
books have been written — close 
to a small library of them — try­ 
ing to give some common denom­ 
inators to work with. 
One of the most ambitious of 
recent volumes is “The Complete 
Book of Home Modernizing” by 
Samuel Paul, architect, and one of 
his colleagues, Robert B. Stone. It 
has just been published by t h e 
H. S. Stuttman Co. 
This is a sort of an omnibus 
book, drawing on various trade 
contributions by way of illustra­ 
tions, but the authors tackle the 
subject of modernization on t h e 
practical basis of how you and 
your family live. 
“The home belongs to both the 
parents and the children.” T h e y 
keep that in mind. 
“Space is the first requisite for 
an atmosphere of comfort a n d 
graciousness in which your family 
and guests will always feel at 
ease.” You can agree with that, 
but space is the most expensive 
commodity home builders have for 
sale. 
“Two children of widely differ­ 
ent ages should not share the same 
bedroom,” the authors continue. 
“Such enforced intimacy can cre­ 
ate behaviour problems. 
“A play area where the small 
child can express himself as an 
individual avoids frustrating con­ 
flicts with older members of the 
family. An efficient kitchen, laun­ 
dry and up-to-date bathroom are 
mandatory to facilitate mother’s 
work. Space where father can re­ 
treat to his favorite hobby or oc­ 
casional business homework w i l l 
ease another potential strain.” 
The organization of space in a 
home is analyzed. “An otherwise 
ample house is still over-crowded 
if there is a lack of space for a 
particular function,” these writers 
observe. 
“For example, only one bathroom 
for three children and two parents 
can result in bedlam every morn­ 
ing. Such a family can surely list 
an extra bathroom as a must, plus 
a second lavatory in the existing 
bathroom.” 
Plans, diagrams, sketches a n d 
photos show just about every kind 
of a bathroom you’d like to have 
— from the half - bath to the 
double bath, solarium bath, health 
room, etc. Other rooms are han­ 
dled accordingly. 
Of c o u r s e , there are s o m e 
houses that just can’t be modern­ 
ized — beyond a coat of paint 
and 
other 
routine 
renovations. 
Paul and Stone admit this. 
But their theme, which is obvi­ 
ously true, is that “There is prob­ 
ably no house standing that could 
not be improved — in its materi­ 
als, in its structure, and in the 
way it reflects and encourages the 
changing, modern American way 
of life.” 
The moral seems to be that we 
can’t “sanely 
modernize” 
o u r 
homes without giving the problem 
as much serious thought and in­ 
vestigation as we’d give the plan­ 
ning of a new house. 


Rot-Proof Back Steps 
Can Be Built Easily

Old-fashioned boxed - in back 
steps rot easily because of damp­ 
ness retained within their en­ 
closure.

Parents to whom religion is pre­ 
cious wish their children to grow 
spiritually, and to embrace their 
family’s particular faith, or some 
other faith at least. 
If these parents are able to prac­ 
tice their religion well at home, 
and to win the abiding affection 
and esteem of their children, these 
wishes usually are realized. 
P e r h a p s when the children 
come into t h e i r teens t h e y 
may dislike going to church. The 
unfortunately small percentage of 
teen-agers we u s u a l l y see in 
church on a Sunday morning is 
evidence of this.

1. Worship in the home—Bible 
reading 
in 
the 
family, 
family 
prayers, grace at meals and the 
like. Observance in the home of 
religious ceremonies around spe­ 
cial days or religious seasons. 
2. Frequent talk in* the family 
about the imperishables, and em­ 
phasis on values n o t measured 
with money. 
3. Building in the family an ap­ 
preciative attitude t o w a r d the 
man of God—whether he be the 
minister, priest, or rabbi, so that 
his visits are special occasions of 
warm welcome. 
4. Education by example a n d 
precept at home in giving to the 
church, making this a part of the 
family worship. It is fine when 
the child learns very early to en­ 
joy giving, carrying his portion 
with him in his hand, 
knotted 
handkerchief, pocket or envelope, 
especially if this child has chosen 
to go without some sweets or other 
luxuries in order to make his of­ 
fering. 
How readily he will choose to 
do so will depend pretty largely 
on what he has seen and heard at 
home. His parents, believing that 
their offering is a very important 
part of their worship, talk about 
it often in the family. 
They discuss with the children 
what all of them might do with­ 
out. that they don’t really need; | 
how they ran cut down on luxur­ 
ies in order to make their offer­ 
ings at church larger. 


AN ILLUSTRATION for the fam­ 
ily is to draw a long heavy line to 
represent th? f a rn i I y’s income, j 
Mark off on one end of the line a 
portion to represent what we spend 
that we don’t r e a l l y need to 


spend, then mark off on the other 
end t h e portion to represent what 
we give for things spiritual. When 
we compare the two portions we 
are amazed. 
5. Providing in our home an at­ 
mosphere of true love and affec­ 
tion where each is treated as the 
precious person he is. Also guid­ 
ing the growing child early with 
sufficient restraint so that he may j 
receive as much love as he de­ 
serves and he and his parents can 
enjoy one another.

If a husband-turned-carpenter Is 
not too skillful in his sawing of 
board ends, he can hide his sim­ 
ple mistakes with a small quarter 
round or molding where new wall 
boards meet the ceiling. A base 
shoe serves the same purpose at 
the floor line. 
The soft, warm neutral colors of 
the new wood walls blend perfect­ 
ly with almost any color plan the 
housewife may wish to use. These 
soft-grained and beautifully textur­ 
ed woods compliment modern col­ 
ors in drapes and furniture. They 
make decorating easy. 
The reddish tones of cedar make 
it an ideal wood for den or living 
room. Hemlock and fir, with their 
more golden yellow colorings, are 
recommended for rooms 
which 
need to be lightened and brighten­ 
ed.
